Proposes a Rock Road to Graham

While railroads are being con-
structed on paper in and about the
conllields, n few progressive ones in
Grahmn and Bluetield have 8 some-
what smaller and probably a more
feasible proposition in the Jine of
road building to offer. [tis not a
railrond but a maeadamized road
between Bluefield and Graham.
Without 1aking the time to refer to
the records, it Is thought that the
matler has been discussed time out
of mind by the Bluefield-Graham
Chamber of Commerce, but like the
rest of its rond building enterprises,
the discussion with the accompany-
ing resolutions ended the matter and
nothing ever materialized. In an
interview with the Leader last night
Mayor Bexton of Graham expressed
the opinion that the people of Gra-
ham would build their part of the
road Il Bluecfield would build to the
state line. He said:

‘“The highway between Bluefield
and Graham owing to the great
amount of hauling done over 1t is al-
ways in a more or less delapidated
condition and in the winter at times
it 13 practically fmpassable. It is
impossible to keep a dirt rond In
any sort of shape, and 1t would be a
great advantnge to the business peo-
ple of both towns, the aulto owners
and the general puhblic to have the
road macadamized,

“‘1 feel almost certain  that Gra-
ham will contribute to the building
of such a road from the stale line
to the west end of the town, a dis-
tance of almost three miles, If Blue-
fietd will build fromn the end of the
paveaient on Dluefield avenue to the
state line, not beyond three quar-
ters of a mile. I'his would give
more than ten miles of clear sled-
ding inecluding the pavements of
Bluetield and the macadam on the
Princeton road.
